MEMBERS’ PASSES, 


Canadian Parliamentaris-- Ride Free 
on Railways. 


Members of Parliament in Canada 
travel free of cost on the railways of 
the Dominion, and the words “mem: 
bers of Parliament” include both 
Senators and members of the House 
of Commons; but there is this im- 
Portant difference—while Senators are 
given their certificates of transporta- 
tion upon their appointment, and re- 
tain them for life, or as long as the 
are mentally and peculiarly qualified, 
the members of the House of Com: 
mons have to yield up their certifi- 
cates the day they are defeated at the 
polling booths, or as soon thereafter 
as their conscience permits. his 

rivilege is secured to the legislators 

y an amendment made to the Rail- 
way Act in 1903, when it was provided 
that all companies in receipt of sub- 
sidies from the Dominion shall furnish 
free transportation on any of their 
trains to members of the Senate and 
House of Commons with their bag- 


Cry 

The working out of this arrange- 
ment is quite interesting. The certi- 
ficates which are issued by the Clerks 
of the two Houses of Parliament are 
usually for a calendar year, but in a 
year such as this, when there is a 
panera election and a complete over- 

auling of the personnel of the House 
of Commons, there has to be a recall- 
ing of the certificates issued to those 
who are defeated and ‘the issuance of 
new certificates to their successors. 
As the result of the general telections, 
which took place in Canada on Sep- 
tember 21 last, there are 82 men who 
were not in the last House, and who 
had to be provided for in the matter 
| of railway passes, 
| Accordingly, just as soon as the re- 
sult of the elections was made defi- 
nite, the Clerk of the House of Com- 
mons, through H. P. Macdonell, clerk 
of transportation, sent out notifica- 
tions to the defeated members asking 
them to return their passes, 
the credit’ of Canadian legislators it 
must be said that less than half 1 
dozen of them had to be written to a 
second time, although the majority of 
them understood that the passes were 
good for the balance of the calendar 
year, and did not realize that their 
defeat at the polls ¢arried with it the 
loss of their privilege of free travel. 
As each canceled pass was returned, 
it was replaced by another in the 
name of the successful candidate, and 
the railway companies were notified 
that certificate No. 0120, for instance, 
had been replaced by certificate No. 
0230. The result is that if any defeat- 
ed member of Parliament attempts to 
travel upon his pass after the com- 
pany has been notified, the conductor 
takes the pass and compels the ex- 
legislator to pay his fare like any or- 
dinary individual. 

Previous to the passage of the free 
pass law, the members of both Houses 
were given an allowance of ten cents 
a mile from their homes to the capital 
and back again, and as most of them 
traveled upon’ passes anywuy this 
amounted to a substantial aoubon to 
| their SRS But now ney, are 
! not altugether bereft of financial con- 
solation. Those who reside within a 
circle of 400 miles from Ottawa get 
their actual out-of-pocket expenses, 
such- as hotel bills, meals on cars, 
ete., once each way during the ses. 
sion, but those who came from farther 
afield receive an allowance of $15 a 
day both ways, which in the case of 
men from the Maritime Provinces or 
| the Western Provinces reaches quits 
a nice total, averaging about $150, 
| though in the case of the member for 
the Yukon it goes up as high as $510.
